There wa* an earthquake in the Mis- 


sissippi Volley on Saturday night at 
10*6 o'clock, and we were in it, and 00 
wae St. Loaf* and ell towne. ot -jonee- 
quenoe ia Illinoie and Missouri; bnt poor 
old Chicago didn't fee) tbe eligheet tre- 
mor. It takes more than a vibration to 
make a quake in tqe windy oity. 


In Deflator.tbe vibration lasted from 


10 to 15 seaonde; tbe earthquake waa 
generally felt, and it came suddenly 
and witbont warning, though eouie eay 
they think it woe preceded by a deep 
rumble or explosion. Those nweke eaw 
ligbte Sicker and telt old dwelling* trem- 
ble or rock slightly, while iirtiolefl on 
mantel* trembled visibly end glassware 
rattled lond enough to be heard dis- 
tinctly la adjoining rooms. In a public 
honee the electric lights were BO visibly 
effected by the vibration that they eeemed 
about to expire, nud tbe proprietor wns 
proceeding to light the gae when tbe 
treraor ceased end electricity aeeerted 
iteelf in tnll power and brilliancy again. 


One oitizsn said: "I waa seated in my 


room about ready to retire, when the 
shook came. I eaw the lights flicker,and 
the house trembled. It neemed to n» 
that a dog might be up stairs seratobina 
himeelt tor fleas. Just then my wife 
inquired about the strange sensation, and 
ehe hit the nail on the head the fleet 
time by declaring that it mast be an 
earthquake. I hadn't thonght ot it bo- 
tore, and ebe was right. I had time to 
go Lo tbe door end loak ont before tbe 
Yibiations ceuwd." 


Another man said; "I wae eouud asleep 


in my room, and in the adjoining room 
elept my daughter. Tbe door between 
tbe rooms wae securely fastened; when 
the shock came I wae suddenly awakened 
by my daughter oryiug ont, ' Mamma, 
don't o)iake the bed,* The door had 
ewnog open by the rooking motion; it 
bad struck the foot of the bed with such 
force ae to canoe the girl to think some- 
body was trying to disturb her slumber?. 
We were all awake several bents after 
that." 


Citizens going borne late from business 


and the "Devil's Editor" play did not 
teei the ebock, and they were curious to 
know why eo many lift his appeared so 
suddenly in dwellings on both eides of 
the streets tnrough which they were 
passing. They found ont when they got 
home and eaw their families up, the 
bomeeligbtedln honor ot tbe earthquake 
visitation. 


Sooree of people made wild jumps from 


their beda—wby they didn't know nnlil 
they telt the houses shake. One woman 
wbo lives near Lincoln Square ie quoted 
as sij ing ehe thought at first that the 
electric tower on the new 81, Nicholas 
had fallen to tbe ground. Another who 
resides near a railroad 
believed tbe 


trembling sensation waa caused by a 
passing train, and she listened for tbe 
rumble ot the ears, but tailed to hear it 
whereupon she concluded that she must 
have been dreaming. She knew no bet- 
ter until ehe read the Sunday paper*. 


Even the dogs telt that aom&tbfng hnd 


gone wrong with mother earth, They 
eet up n aborue of bat king whiob waa 
beard in every neighborhood, and U» 
rooatere orowed in fright or jubilation, 
cot to be outdone by the doge, 


There was no damage done in tbis lo- 


cality by the vibration; but it tfforded 
some consolation in its way. We have 
been having a long dry spell and a hot 
season, quite unusual for the fall of the 
year, Foeter and Hicks and all of tbe 
other prophets were unable to bring na 
even tUe shadow ot a cold wave. It took 
aneactnqink-t w>j d it anJ it came along 
smiling'y dona ay morning to the great 
relttf of the per'pinug people and the 
mitiuter-i who bed to deliver the osnal 
eertcODe. tbedrup m tbe temperature 
was fully 20 degrees, and (or omte eiuce 
esrlj- ia tb» month Ufa was woitb livtag, 
The qnnke wui to* subject of general 
goam'pall dny, and many marveled ibat 
tbis lor inland and fertile country ehonld 
bare enoh a shocking nnd rocking visita- 
tion. ScientieiB will probably explain it 
all clearly in the newspapers ttia week.

JACKSOWTO/IB, ILL, Sept 26.—JU10;50 
this evening an earthquake paid its r*- 
apeot* to this oity, giving it four dis> 
Hnot sbnkee, wbieh made windows rmttls, 
bnok biiildinis totter, and lamps and 
chandeliers vibrate. At the institution 
of tbe deal and dumb several hundred of 
the children were aroused from their 
sleep and jumped up in. a terrified man> 
ner and were quieted with difficulty. In 
many parts of the oity people were 
awakened, enppoting there were burglars 
in tbe bouse, The earthquake waa the 
moat violent that be* ever visited thi» 
plank- , 


BrSto'HiBBOBO, ILL,, September 26,— 


Probably the severest and nourieat earth- 
quake shook ever felt hare ocoprred at 
1047 p, m, There was a loud roaring 
noiee for aqaarter ot a minute or lower, 
like the noiee of a freight train The 
Oity Hall and Qcrart House fire alarme 
rang continuously, glassware and shelt 
troooa rattled, plastennir Tell from Borne of 
the brick honees, and f i igbtened people 
ran into the streets. It was four times 
as powerful and notey as, the shock wtioh 
occurred during the Charleston visita- 
tion. 


THE "OBEAT fcHAKl" OF 1311. 


One of the most violent earthquakes of 


this century waa that which destroyed 
the town ot New Madrid, Mo,, in 1811. 
The first shook occurred on Deoember ]t! 
and waa followed by others ot constantly, 
increasing violence until February Tn* 
town stood on a bluff 15 or 20 feet above 
the summer flood*, and ear.k so low that 
the next rise covered it to the depth of 0 
feet. The moet marked pLenomena oo- 
curred m the Mississippi river, the bed 
ot which rose, carrying great waves which 
swamped many bouts and drowned the 
crews. Other boats were wrecked on 
enaga thrown up trout tbe bottom of the 
river, where they bed lain buried forages. 
The sulpbureted gases discharged during 
tbe shocks tttinteu the air and rendered 
the water of the river pomoDona for many 
daye. In St Louis County fowls tell 
from the trees as though dead; crockery 
fell from shelves and vraa broken, and 
the inbibitants of the poiceor settlements 
loft their homes in fear of being crushed. 
For several years the earthquake ot 1311 
was known KB the "great quake," Tbe 
canter of its violence seemed to be at 
Little Fruirte, twenty-five or thirty miles 
below New Madrid, although the vibra- 
tions wets felt All over tbe Valley of tbe 
Ohio and as tor up as Pittsburg, Hand 
bare and projecting points ot land were 
swallowed up in the flood, with groat 
cottonwood trees, which were entirety 
submerged.

newspaper correspondent, who was re- 
ported lost in a Manitoba wilderness, baa 
reached Ely, Minn., safely. Mr. Wbito 
was formerly clerk at the old New Dem- 
ing hotel, thie city, afterward a reporter 
on tbe Decatur Review, sod then on the 
Chicago News. Speaking of his venture 
the iVews of to-day rays: 


Early in August he began a journey ot

And 
qnally distinguished, if not more eo, wUl 
» tb» personnel ot the lay contiLgeni 
Jreat Britain will send not a few roem- 
ere of parliament, and some even, like 
I, H. Fowler, M. P., who ore among the 
iblest lieutenants of the great Gladstone. 
ttte has also delegated to tbis assembly 
some ot her brightest legal and •oientifib 
nagnatea, with some others whose names 
tave become household words in En- 
laud from their prominent connection 
pith great social and philanthropic re> 
orms. This ia the sort of men Great 
Jritsin is sending, and tbat these will be 
matched, end even eclipsed, by thnee 
representing the various branches ot 
Lmenoan Methodism, is, ot course, a 
oregone certainty.

Gold poured out of the country in greater 
amounts than it came, A tew weeks ago 
much was said about the shipment of 
gold to Europe to meet balances. Some 
people became alarmed, but tbe fact tbat 
we are selling more than we buy stood 
like an impenetrable well to protect us 
from the permanence of ontehipmects of 
gold, and the outgoing gold hardly 
touched the shores of the British Isles 
until it began its return journey. 


We ere shipping about one million dol- 


lars' worth of products to Europe daily 
at this time. The aggregate amount of 
gold shipped to Europe in the lost year 
has been estimated at $75,000,000. At 
our preseot rate ot shipments three 
months will eee all this returned with 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,01)0 more added to 
it. 


Becoming alarmed at this probability 


it has been declared by an English finan- 
cial authority tbat the Dank ot England 
will raise its rates of discount, with a 
•view of preventing the return shipments 
ot gold. This of coarse is tbe merest 
twaddle in front ot the tact that Europe 
must have breadstuff at any price and 
mnet pay for the same,

the sugar best with saccharine matter 
sufficient to give promise that ire oan 
ultimately produce sugar from beete to 
supply our own demands. 


That there ehonld be no rateondar- 


stondmg, or misrepresentation ot the 
objects sought to be attained by this 
bounty provision the period to which it 
ahull apply waa fixed in the law, from 
July 1,1891, to July 1,1905, thm limiting 
the trial period to 14 years. It at the 
end of this period the beet eufifir indus- 
try does not promise to supply the de- 
demand e or tlie country's consumption, 
if the Republicans nre in power the law 
will not berfc-enaoted.

ammonia ia present yon can smell it in 
the rising eteam. Or, place a can ot the 
suspected powder top down on a hot 
etove for a minute or two, then take off 
tbe cover and smell, 


TO DETECT ATOM. 


Alum powder can be tested by putting 


aodupleof teaapooufula of the powder 
in a glues ot cold water. It no effei-ves- 
cence,that is bubbling or simmering, 
takee place, condemn the powder and re- 
turn it at once. 


Some alum powdere, however, like 


the "Calumet," "Boo Boo," '-Cbicago 
Yeast," etc., contain phosphates in com- 
bination with alum, and with tb;sa 
brands the following test is eituple and 
euro: 


Take one half teaapoonful of baking
